- _Kmee-Sprung Horses. | 

11 is a slow and troublesome task 
to cure a knee-sprung horse after 
the trouble has become chronic, = 
but if taken in time, says an ex- 
change, it should be cured without 
much difficulty, Many young} 
horses “ go over in the knees” to a 
| small extent by standing on a floor 
that slopes downward from the 
manger for the purpose of readily 
carrying off the urine. A young 
horse standing on a floor of this 
kind has his toes higher than his 
heels, and the continued strain on | 
the back sinews of the fore legs 
becomes so severe that the horse is | 
induced to slightly bend his knees 
in order to slacken the tention. 
He thus acquires the habit of stand- 
ing with slightly bended knees, 
whether he happens to be standing 
on an incline or alevel. The way 
to overcome ti evil is to precisely 
reverse the conditions which in- 
duce it. Make the horse stand so 
that his heels will stand consider- 
ably higher than his toes. This 
abnormally slackens the back 
oon news and they afford no support 
to keep the knees from still further 
bending. The horse has nothing 
to steady his knees, and in order 
to find something that will answer 
the purpose he will straighten out 
his legs to the fullest possible ex- 
tent to force some little pressure 
upon those very sinews which his 
elevated heels and slightly bended 
knees have wholly slackened. He 
thus acquires the habit of standing 
with his knees slightly bent under 
reseryed conditions. If any farmer 
doubts the correctness of this 
tLeory, let him stand on the level 
floor with the balls of his feet rest- 
ing upon an ordinary walking 
stick, and, after experimenting 
with it in this position for five 
minutes, let him place the stick un- 
der his heels. In the first instance 
he will quickly feel inclined to bend 
his knees, and in the second he will 
be equally disposed to straighten 
them. If the sprung knees do not 
yield readily to the treatment thus 
described, we would recommend 
mre long coutinued showering with 
cold water, patient hand rubbing 
of the back sinews and applications 
of land-turtle oi, 


Enough to Feed All Britain. 
Minnesota and Dakota, with 915,- 
000 people in 1880, and perhaps 
1,500,000 now, produced more 
wheat last year than Great Britain 
and Ireland with 35,000,000 people. 
The British islands comprise about 
121,000 square miles, and devote to 
wheat growing only 2,400,000 acres, 
about one acre for 15 inhabitants. 
Minnesota and Dakota have about 
6,000,000 acres of wheat, or about 
four acres for every inhabitant, 
and with a good yield could easily 
sell for export as much as Great 
Britain and Ireland produce. Yet 
the British crop this year is con- 
sidered a good one, notwithstand- 
ing the hot drouth which reduced 
the yield to about 80 bushels to the 
acre. With thorough farming, the 
lands now cultivated for wheat in 
Dakota and Minnesota would sup- 
ply nearly as much as the entire 
population of the British islands 
consume,—[{London Economist.

A DENVER SENSATION. 


Some Startling Disclosures Made 
by the Defense. 

Denver, March 4.—The Witter 
case assumed a very interesting phage 
yesterday. During the day numerous 
developments regarding the private 
life of John A. Witter were unearthed. 
They were decidedly of an off-color 
character, but were much enjoyed by 
the large audience. Their effect on 
the woman in block, the widow of the 
d „ was the opposite. Fre- 
quently she gave way to bitter grief 
when any particularly outrageous act 
of infidelity on her husband’s part 
was exposed. Tier attorney was mer- 
ciless and wrung from witnesses the 
most damaging testimony. Mrs. Hi- 
ram Witter, a sister-in-law of the 
dead.man, confusedly related the 
scandalous doings of Cousin Hattie”’ 
and John A. Witter. She spoke not 
unwillingly, frequently paling as she 
uttered the disgraceful words which 
cordemned her niece. 

Before the trial is concluded Hon. 
Thomas Patterson swears he wil! ex- 
pose the entire Witter family and un- 
earth several skeletons in tbe closet. 
He will probably demand that Cousin 
Hattie” be compelled to testify. If 
she does, it will produce an immense 
sensation and may possibly engulf 
prominent society people. It is not 
improbable that an attempt will be 
made to connect Hattie with the crime, 
inasmuch as Witter spent much 
time with her and wa- a constant 
guest at her table. The community is 
at fever heat and read daily reports of 
the trial eagerly. 


Demecratic Economy Exemplified. 
PoRTLAND, March 5.—A special from 
Spokane, Washington Territory, says: 
The postofiice clerical force struck 
work yesterday, and to-day the citi- 
zens of the town have had to step in 
and pay clerical force in order to ob- 
tain postal facilities. The office appro- 
priation is $2,700, and it costs more 
than $5,000 to run it. The present 
postmaster, J. J. I, bas carried the 
undertaking in expectation that the 
vernment would come to bis relief. 
o inadequacy of the appropriation 
was drawn to their notice a year ago, 
and since then the authorities have 
been constantly gy to for relief.

SHEEP AND SHEPHERDS OF 
„ BASTERN NEVADA. 


Charies Crocker’s Princely De- 
main—A Shipping Peint fer 
Both Kast and West—The Utah 
Beom May Slep Over. 

Regular Correspondence GaZzETTsz.] 


E.LKo, March 8, 1888, 

Epitok GAZETTE. — The great 
sheep interests of the state in east- 
ern localities seems to have suf- 
fered more during the present win- 
ter than any other kind of stock. 
As before remarked, the depth of 
snow was greater southward than 
north, a fact almost phenomenal in 
the history of the State. As no two 
winters are ever alike, the proba- 
bilities are that the past winter 
will aot duplicate itself for a period 
of twenty-five or thirty years, Mr. 
Mitchell of Huntington valley, who 
has a large band of sheep that was 
driven in the early fall southward 
into White Pine county, has been 
heard from, and has wlutered rea- 
sonably well. He thinks bis loss 
will not exceed more than 1,200 by 
lambing time, and he seems well 
satisfied with the result, consider- 
ing the large band owned by him. 

I am informed by reliable parties 
that P. Martin, who wintered bis 
band of sheep some _ thirty-five 
miles east of Austin in Grass valley, 
Lander vounty, was not so fortu- 
nate as Mr. Mitchell, as his loss 
was quite heavy, being not less 
than 1,000 out of 4,000 head. This 
is the heaviest loss I have heard of 
in all eastern Nevada. All of the 
sheepmen report beavy weather 
throughout southern White Pine, 
Eureka, Lander, northern Nye and 
Liacoln counties. Nevertheless, 
from some unaccountable cause, 


certain localities seem to have 
been partially exempt from the 
most of the severe weather, and 
consequently oue bunch of cat le 
or sheep ina certain locality may 
bave suffered considerably, while 
auother band of cattle or sheep bave 
come out of the winter in good con- 
ditiou and the distance intervening 
between these buuches of stock not 
exceed fifty or sixty miles. 

Close observers of wind and 
weather and the affect that high 
mouutains have on the locality in 
their immediate vVicinity,, assert 
that bigh mountains with deep 
canyons that make down into the 
valleys below, coursing their way 
east aud west, are always warmer 
than those runuing north and south, 
but give no substantial reason be- 
yon)! their observation for this fact. 
fPoere is one weather condition 
that [ have observed along the live 
of tbe Upper Humboldt river, and 
that is tue thermometer falls from 
10 to 20 degrees lower than at the 
immediate surrounding country. 
Perhaps eome scientist in the near 
future will fully explain the pecu- 
Har cause- that lead to such seem- 
ingly pLenomenal at moepherie con- 
ditions of local climates, and tell 
us why duriug the summer season 
of the year, when traveling at 
night, we often pass thiough alter- 
mate warm and cold belts of air 
every 200 or 300 yards in the same 
locality for several miles. 

I am advised by letter from E. C. 
Hardy of the Oasis ranch; Steptoe 
valley, Elko county, who is a la 
holder in sheep and fine bred stock. 
This gentleman is one of the best 
posted stockmen in eastern Nevada 
und his statements are reliable. 
He says that ‘T-coma and Steptoe 
valleys, as far south as seventy- 
five miles from the Central Pavitic 
railroad, have afforded splendid pas- 
ture for all kinds of stock during 
the present winter and that no 
losses will be sustained more than 
has deen usual heretofore. The 
belt of country running through 
Sparks & Tinniu's range is nearly 
about the same, ahd Le believes 
that the stock in that locality has 
not suffered as was feared in the 
early part of the present winter. 
Kast of in northern Utab, 
there bas been large quantities of 
snow, and heavy losses are antiei- 
pated by those acquaiuted with the 
character of the country aud the 
condition of the stock aud ranges at 
the opening of the winter. ‘‘Infor- 
mation that I have received, says 
my iuformant, “southward from 
Lay lor and Ward mining districts 
aud beyond those poiuts, say tuat 
Leavy snow has fallen and the 
coldest kind of weatber has been 
experienced. The sheep aud cattle 
are poor and the ranges still poorer, 
aud some catt'e and sheep are 
dying and some losses above the 
average must be alternately sus- 
tained by many of the stockmen 
of that region. My owu cat- 
tle and . borees are, looking 
and doing Splendia, all things 
considered. My band of 550 head 
of sheep have wintered most ex- 
cell-utly. I bave only lost a few 
of the earliest of the poorest lamb 
and some old ewes, making to date 
about 150 head, all told. 1 have

lem of “how to better the range 
industry” has been a Gordian knot 


ing to straighten out for more than 
three years, or ever since the great 
frolic, the cattlemen’s convention 
of 1884. The southwest, New 
Mexico and Arizona have felt the 
decline in cattle values fully as 
much as any other section, and in 
New Mexico much thought has 
been applied for a remedy. 

The thinking cowman of to-day 
looks over the events of the past 
two years, puts two and two to- 
gether and says: “It is North vs. 
South,” not in the old rebellion 
spirit, but as a living fact of the 
cattle business as it now is. 

To the north, in Colorado and 
the maturing range, is seen (to use 
a steck market expression) the 
bear element, composed of those 
who would buy the steers from the 
breeding section, and the big, or 
little, brokerage concerns, whose 
money is made from the commis- 
sions received for selling the steers 
of New Mexico, Arizona and Texas 
to the aforementioned owners of 
maturing ranges. All of these 
people, looking over the record of 
the transactions (sales of southwest 
steers to Colorado buyers), have 
helped in a great measure to re- 
duce the price of range cattle. 
Their constant cry has been “too 
high, knock off $8 a head.” These 
buyers of young steers have had 
things pretty much their own way 
for the past three years and have 
helped the dressed beef men to im- 
poverish the range breeder of the 
southwest. Some of the brokers 
have stood in with the play and 
have helped to squeeze down the 
prices paid for steers, even while 
posing as the would-be saviors of 
the southwestern rangemen. 

Look at the record of the south- 
west. The California boom de- 
veloped a heavy demand for beef 
on the coast, and halfa dozen cow- 
men have stepped into the slaugh- 
tering business, and not only 
opened a market for the product 
of their own ranges, but have 
branched out and are now dispos- 
ing of a large portion of the beef 
stock of the southwest at good 
prices. These men de not screw 
down prices and then charge their 
fellow cattlemen a dollar a head 
for “not breaking up a trade.” 


tle and we will pay you what they 
are worth.” And they are paying 
from two to three cents a pound 
on the cars for steers to-day. 

An ounce of practice is worth a 
tou of theory and the development 
of the California market has al- 
ready been worth more money to 
the cattlemen of New Mexico and 
Arizona than all the trusts, secret 
schemes and other loceed, wind- 
pudding, self-blowing side shows 
ever thought of. 

The thing has solved itself and 
the value of cattle enhanced, not 
by ‘any scheme emanating of 
brilliant minds, but by the natural 
course of events. It came by itself 
and shows the cattlemen that if 
they stick to the old cow and let 
time fix up things all will be well. 
Drop, like a hot iron, the men who 
say that catile are too high, and 
that the better time will get here
